A Trade with Gray. 

The change of affairs has been due to 
two moves made on the political chess 
board this morning.

; The Vote May Be Solid. 

It is more than possible that he will re- 
ceive the entire vote of Ohio, Maryland 
and Kentucky. Nothing is left of the op- 
position, except New York, Iowa and a 
few scattéring irreconcilables. 

As far as the first place is concerned, all 
is over, except the shouting. Nobody un- 
derstands this more thoroughly than the 
Hill managers. The captains and lien- 
tenants are still declaring vociferously 
that Cleveland cannot be nominated, but 
Murphy and Croker know better. 

I had a long talk with each of them this 
evening. Neither will admit, in so many 
words, for publication, that their cause is 
lost. It is not necessary. The truth is 
only too obvious. Both entertain a feeling 
of bitterness towards a number of promi- 
nent anti-Cleveland men—Gorman_ espe- 
cially—who yielded to public opinion, and 
were swept along with the tide. Croker 
carefully avoids any appearance of vin- 
dictiveness, but he is peculiarly earnest in 
questioning the expediency of Cleveland's 
nomination. 

What Croker Says 


He closed a very interesting discourse 
upon the situation in New York with the 
grim suggestion that Tammany and its 
friends admit the Syracuse delegates and 
put Grace in charge of the canvass. A 
man who could work so hard for a nomi- 
nation, he thought, ought to be quite as 
effective in receiving an election. But 
despite his manifest disgust, Mr. Croker 
did not lose his temper.

Clark Howell Runs Him Out of the 
Race 


FOR NATIONAL  COMMIPTEEMAN. 


Smith Claimed That He Was the 
“Logical” Candidate, 


BUT THE DELEGATES THOUGHT NOT, 


And Unanimously Elected Hon. Clark 
Howellto Represent Georgia in the 
Councils of the Democracy. 


Special Chicago Wire to The Constitution. 

Chicago, IL, June 20.—The Georgia del- 
egation met this morning at 9 o’clock, 
and the most interesting work of its 
proceedings was the selection of the na- 
tional democratic committeeman for Geor- 
gia for the next four years. 3 

Clark Howell was elected by the unan- 
imous vote of the delegation, after a 
most spirited campaign, which begun 
after the meeting of the state democratic 
convention held in Atlanta on May the 
18th. 1 This opposition has been led by 
Mr. Hoke Smith, and nothing has been 
left undone to accomplish the first purpose 
of his campaign, to elect himself, and 
after that to elect anybody to defeat Mr. 
Howell. 

Hoke Smith’s Candidacy. 

Immediately after the state convention, 
Mr. Smith announced himself as a candi- 
date for the position, and letters were 
written either by himself or those inter- 
ested in him, te the“nembers of the dele- 
gation in his behalf, in which it was ar- 
gued that his selection Would be the log- 
ical sequence of the work of the conven- 


' tion, a.majority of which had been for 


Cleveland. © 

Mr. Smith’s bold claim that he had run 
everything to suit himself, and that the 
victory had been a personal one, does 
not seem to bear the test of today’s action 
of the Georgia delegation. 

Olark Howell Meets Him. 

As soon as Mr. Smith announced for 

the position, Mr. Howell did likewise. 


An active campaign at once begun, and in 


less than ten days the latter had eighteen 
assurances of support out of the twenty- 
six votes of the Georgia delegation. The 
matter was kept quiet, and the campaign 
was conducted without getting into the 


ewspapers, being more or less’ in the 


nature of a personal issue. 
Smith Flies the Field. 
When Mr. Smith found that he could 
not be elected, he at once set to work 
to accomplish Mr. Howell's defeat. A con- 


| ference was held in Atlanta two days 


before the delegation left for Chicago, at 
which it was agreeil to endeavor to get 
Colonel Rufus E. Lester into the race 
on the ground that he could carry the 
Savannah delegates, who would not vote 
for Mr. Smith against Mr. Howell, though 
they were Cleveland men, but would sup- 
port a Savannah man. This plan did not 
materialize, and the effort to defeat Mr. 
Howell appearing to be futile, Mr. Smith 
left Atlanta for Chicago a day in advance 
of the time he had set for the Georgia 
delegation to dine with him at the Cap- 
ital City Club in Atlanta by special invi- 
tation to each member. 


Smith LaysAnother Trap. 
After the delegation reached Chicago, 


and agreed to a caucus this morning at 
9 o'clock, it was confronted with a propo- 
sition that it should not select the national 
committeeman until after the convention 
had nominated its candidate for president. 
This was advanced in the hope that the 
enthusiasm of Cleveland’s probable nom- 
ination would have the effect of changing 
the determination of the Georgia delega- 
tion to elect Mr. Howell. 
But {s Tripped Up Again. 

A motion was accordingly made at this 
morning’s meeting, but it was promptly 
tabled, and the opposition having been 
overcome, Mr. Howell received the unani- 
mous nomination as committeman for the 
next four years, 

Another Dogfall for Smith. 

Colonel George A. Mercer, of Savannah, 
was selected to fill Colonel Estill’s unex- 
pired term, the latter having resigned on 
account of bad health. This selection 
was also surprising, as Mr. Smith an- 
nounced that he would represent Georgia 
at today’s meeting of the national 
committee by- authority of proxy, 
which, of course, was nullified by the 
delegation filling the place. : 

At the meeting of the 
egation Mr. Smith was pres- 
ent with the credentials of ap- 
pointment by Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, chair- 
man of the Georgia democratic state com- 
mittee, to the vacancy caused by Estill’s 
withdrawal and Lester’s refusal to serve. 
Had the national committee met before 
the Georgia delegation caucused, this 
would have been the necessary ereden- 
tials for representation, but the Georgia 
delegation decided to make its own choice 
and asked Colonel George A. Mercer to

The Associated Press Report. 

Chicago, June 20.—The most interesting 
development in the work of the state 
delegations today was a surprise brought 
about by the announcement that Clark 
Howell, of The Atlanta Constitution, has 
been chosen, by the unanimous vote of 
the state delegation, as national commit- 
teeman for the next four years, after a 
vigorous fight by Hoke Smith, who was 
a candidate on what he urged as the 
Cleveland issue. 

When the Georgia convention of May 
18th, went for Cleveland by a close vote, 
Smith began an active fight for the posi- 
tion of national committeeman.

Chicago, June 20.—Probably the most 
uncertain feature. in the whole contest just 


_at this-time is the attitude of Senator Gor- 


man, of Maryland. He is here as a leader 
of the state delegation, as delegate at 
large, and outwardly maintains that he is 
devoted to the candidacy of Cleveland, but 
despite this assertion his name is-more dis- 
cussed than any other as a compromise 
candidate, around whom must rally all the 
factions and scattering delegations opposed 
to the nomination of the ex-president. 

For seventy-two hours secret emissaries 
of Gorman have been ceaselessly engaged 
canyassing in the various southern delega- 
tions to ascertain the disposition which the 
southern people manifest toward Gorman 
as a compromise candidate, and to whose 
lot is to fall the heritage of the Cleveland 
forces; but the Cleveland forces in the 
south, strange to say, do not seem disposed 
to be inherited by anybody just now—at 
least, not so long as they think there is a 
hopeful chance of the ex-president’s nomi- 
nation. 

It was confidently expected by Mr. Gor 
man’s friends that his record as the leader 
of the opposition in defeating the repub- 
lican force bill in the United States senate 
would bring to him rapid accessions from 
those southern delegations to which the 
vision of. the force bill still looms up as a 
political nightmare whenever its passage is 
urged by a northern republican conven- 
tion or orators. 

A diligent canvass of the southern dele 
gates, however, does not show an out- 
spq@aken preference for Gorman of more 
than an average of two or three ‘men in 
each delegation, and southerners 
are very emphatic in maintaining that 
their only choice just at this time is the- 
great, popular leader, Grover Cleveland, of 
New York. 

The protestations of Senator Gorman 
that he must not be regarded as a candi- 
date are considered as quite natural, and, 
indeed, the inevitable declaration of any, 
candidate who is on the ground. 

It is an unwritten law of democratic 
ethics that no man shali attend a national 
convention as a seeker for the presidential 
nomination. 

For this reason, the senator’s reiteration 
of his loyalty to Cleveland, and his declara- 
tion that he is not a candidate, are not re 
ceived with that unquestioned credence 
which might be awarded to the declaratioy 
of the great: Maryland senator upon nearly

Gorman is ‘not authorizing any one to 
use his name as a candidate, and tomorrow 
the delegation will meet to consider how it 
will vote. It is said that Gorman will not 
consent to his name being presented to the 
convention, though no public declaration has 
yet been made, and in this event Cleveland 
will get the greater part of the Maryland 
‘vote. The three strong antilJleveiand 
states are South Carolina, North Carolina 
and Mississippi, in all of which the alliance 
sentiment is strong, and opposition to free 
coinage is regarded as meterodoxy. South 
Carolina will go almost solidly for “anybody 
to beat Cleveland,” and in North Carolina 
six votes about represent the number of 
steadfast Cleveland men, Mississippi 
hardly knows where it stands, and the dele- 
gates are in no hurry to have a poll taken.

Which Has Recently Been Opened for Vete- 
ran Printers. 

Mr. J. G. Woodward has returned from 
Philadelphia, where he has been for the 
past twelve days attending the annual con- 
Mr rg of the International Typographical 

nion. 

Mr. Woodward was a delegate from the 
Atlanta union. He was also present to at- 
tend a meeting of the board of trustees of 
the Childs-Drexel printers’ home, which is 
located at Colorado Springs, Col. 

Mr. Woodward is one of the trustees of 
the home, and is very enthusiastic as to 
its success, 

The nucleus for the home was $10,000, 
which was given to the home five years ago 
in equal sums by George W. Childs and 
Anthony J. Drexel. These two gentlemen 
each made a gift of $5,000 to the Inter- 
national union, without specifying how it 
was to be used. 

Beginning with that year, all the printers 
west of the Mississippi river would con- 
tribute 1,000 ems to the home on Drexel’s 
birthday, and on Childs’s birthday all the 
printers east of the Mississippi would do 
the same. 

In this way the fund swelled to big pro- 
portions. Three years ago, at the conven- 
tion at Denver, Col., eighty acres of land 
were given the union at Colorado Springs, 
on condition that a home for old, worn-out 
printers be built on it. 

The proposition was accepted, and now a 
seventy-thousand-dollar home stands on the 
site, which is now worth $80,000.

AGAINST GRAIN FROM THIS SIDE. 


President Harrison Suggests This 
Course to Congress. 


FAILURE OF THE RECENT CONFERENCE. 


Canada Does Not Propose to Deal Fairly 


With the United States—And We 
Must Meet Their Game. 


Washington, June 20.—In a state paper 
gent to the senate today an answer to the 
resolution of February 24th last calling for 
Information relative to reciprocity negotia- 
tions with Canada, the president sounds 
the death knell of that project and plants 
@ mile post in American history by delib- 
prately in effect recommending that congress 
proceed to retaliate upon the dominion for 
its persistent denial of the rights of 
American citizens, guarantead by the treaty 
of Washington in connection with the nay- 
igation of Canadian canals. The failure 
of the reciprocity negotiations is due to 
the position taken by the Canadian repre- 
sentatives at their recent conference in 
Washington with Secretary Blaine and John 
W. Foster, which, in effect, was that it 
would be “impossible for the Canadian 
government, in view of its present political 
relations and ‘obligations, to extend to 
American goods preferential treatment over 
those of other countries. As Canada was 
past of the British empire they did not con- 
sider it competent for the dominion govern- 
ment to enter into any commercial arrange- 
ment with the United States from the bene- 
fits of which Great Britain and its colonies 
should be excluded.” 

The president says that it is not for this 
government to argue agairst this announce- 
ment of Canadian official opinion. “It 
must be accepted, however, I , as a 
statement of the condition which places an 
inseperable barrier in the way of the attain- 
ment of that large and beneficial intercourse 
and reciprocal trade which might otherwise 
be developed between the United States and 
the dominion. From documents accompa- 
nying the president's letter 1t appears that 
an effort was made by Blaine and Foster, 
at the recent conference, to induce the Cana- 
dian ministry to repeal and abandon the 
drawback of 18 cents a ton given to wheat, 
(grain) that is carried through Canadian ca- 
nals to Montreal and shipped therefrom to 
Europe. By American railways running 
from Ogdensburg and Oswego and other 
American ports shippers paid full 20 cents 
a ton, while in effect those by way ©, Mon- 
treal pay only 2 cents. It was unders 
that the Canadian ministers, who were all 
three members of the cabinet, would see 
to the withdrawal of this discrimination. — 

“Instead of abrogating this drawback the 
Canadian ministry, after the return of the 
commissioners from their visit to Washing- 
ton on April 4th, reissued, without any com- 
munication with this ater renagg, 3 an or- 
der continuing the discrimination, by which 
the rebate of 18 cents a ton 1s allowed upon 
grain going to Montreal, but not to Ainer- 
ican ports, and refusing this rebate even 
to grain geing to Montreal, if 
transhipped at an American port. 
The president, adopting the language 
of the solicitor of the treasury department 
upon this action of Canada, says that these 
orders as to canal tolls and rebates in di- 
rect violation of article 27 of the treaty of 
1891, seems to be clear.

ian commissioners still contest with the 
United States the claim that these tolls are 
discriminating and insist that they consti-

deliberation ang yet with promptness take 
such steps as may be necessary to secure 
the just rights of our citizens.

Special Washington Wire to The Constitution. 
Washington, June 20.—There was a free 
lunch at the white house today. 

It was the first ever given there. 

The spread followed the speechmaking 
incident*to the call of the committee ap- 
pointed to notify Mr. Harrison that he had 
been renominated at Minneapolis. 

McKinley Does the Talking. 
Governor McKinley made the speech of 
notification. The president, in his reply, 
jollied the McKinley bill a little. The 
president wore a brand-new suit of diagonal 
cloth, which looked as if it were the prod- 
uct of some English loom. Be that as it 
may, the pair of breeches which Mr. Har- 
rison had on were the first which did not 
bag in the knees that he has shown up in 
for many months. 

While Shepard Plays the Monkey. 

Colonel Eliot F. Shepard, who has been 
slashing around Washington for three or 
four days, was there. The colonel was 
very much flushed, as to his face. He was 
also exuberant. The casual observer, had 
he not known that Colonel Shepard’s pa- 
per adjures all to “look not upon the wine 
when it is red,’”’ would have concluded that 
the great religio-politico editor had not only 
looked on, but imbibed. 

When the president had finished speak- 
ing his piece, Colonel Shepard jumped 
upon a chair and asked for three cheers 
for Harrison.

Passing on to his argument, Captain 
Jackson dwelt on the question of jurisdic- 
tion and service, setting up that service of 
papers on the general manager in Atlanta 
was not sufficient, because Atlanta is not 
the residence of the defendants. 

He further set up that the property was 
already in the hands of officers of the 
United States court, receivers appointed by 
six judges of United States courts. This 
being the case the danger threatening the 
property was not imminent, but on the con- 
trary was past. 

Captain ee grew somewhat sarcas- 
tic in speaking of the amendment to the 
bill which sets up the liens. This, he 
said, was noteworthy chiefly on account 
of the amount of brilliant and artificial 
brilliancy that had been thrown around 
a dense, dark and far-fetched idea by the 
able handling of the Central’s counsel—

Attention. 
A NEW “YOUNG MAN  ELOQUENT.” 


The Son of General Stephens D. Lee 
Talks Like His Father Fought—Some 
of the Things He Says. 


“# 


Mr. B. H. Lee, a cultured member of the 
Atlanta bar and a son of General Stephen 
D. Lee, recently delivered an address which 
has attracted a good deal of attention. It 
was on the occasion of the Southern’ Female 
college commencement at LaGrange, and 
some distinguished gentlemen who happened 
to be present pronounced it one of the finest 
efforts they had ever heard. 

The subject chosen for an address to the 
yomng ladies was “Our Southern Women,” 
and the historical drift of the speaker’s mind 
led him to speak purticularly of the women 
of the confederacy. There is not space here 
to present the address, and it is not desirable 
to synopsize where the diction is exceptionally 
fine and the dollocation of ideas felicitous, 
but a few extracts will be read with pleas- 
ure, . 

In speaking of the heroism of the southern 
women and the hardships they endured, Mr. 
Lee said: 

“After the agidiers marched away began the 
wonderful home life of the woman of the 
confederacy. The plantation found in her a 
captain of industry, with a patience that 
never wearied and a courage that never 
flinched. She rose by the daylight to see the 
horses and cattle fed. She rode over the 
fields. and superintended the work. She spun, 
she carded, she dyed, she wove, she found 
time even to send her soldier husband the 
clothes which knew no skill but hers. Kauit- 


ting, sewing, nursing, praying, she rested not 
by day, and at night her dreams were sweet 
with visions of uuwy. Do not suppose that 
those were days of plenty. The floors of 
old smokehouses were dug up and leuched 
to get salt, corncob ashes had to serve for 
soda; sorghum, ‘long sweetening’ took the 
place of sugar; wheat, rye, peanuts, chest- 
nuts and strange to say, best of all, sweet 
potato chips, were roasted, and had to play 
coffee with coffee left out. Sassafras tea be- 
came a dread reality. Persimmon -vinegar 
and sumac ink came in; the dye pot bubbled 
like a witch’s caldron with copperas and 
strange barks. Hardly a woman in the con- 
federacy but might have said with Paul, ‘T 
dye daily.’ And as for fashions, ndt even 
the blockade could shut out whispers of how 
bonnets were worn, and head dresses took 
on bay windows in front or shrubbery be- 
hind. Old bla*k silk dress bodies were made 
up into bonnets with goose feathers trimmed 
with red or blue silk from the lining of old 
coat, sleeves. Then there were wonderful 
shuck bonnets that went to pieces when they 
got wet, and dainty palmettoes. That amiable 
gourd called the dishrag plant furnished some 
jaunty hats, and even old dressing gowns 
made trimming. Two worn-out dresses re- 
appeared as one good one. Cloaks grace- 
fully retired into i A whole family 
might be dressed from a set of old chintz 
curtains, with bedtick aprons. Large figures 
were enclosed in swapped garments which 
were literally side-splitting, while growing 
girls were sorely distressed because their 
skirts would not grow, too. Persimmon seed 
made excellent buttons, at least better than 
the locust thorns used by bachelors. 

“On the approach of ise enemy the effect 
of these costumes was heightened by wearing 
several dresses at once as a sort of fire in- 
surance policy. As for shoes, what horrors 
our pretty women underwent will never be 
ki OWn. ‘tivo inches too long was a reasonable 
fit, for the artist who built the shoe generally 
looked at the foot and made the shoe. grom 
memory. Little feet no longer, like little 
mice, peeped in and out, out like grave and 
sober rats chese dark retreats and shades 
profound. Yet our southern women were 
beautiful in all, and in spite of all, and the 
hearts in gray beat loyally with their love.

“The works of thc women in the hospitals 
is one of the saintliest pages in our history. 
‘During the confederacy,’ said one.of thea, 
‘T gave every day of my life to it, and if it 
were to do over again, I would give the 
nights.’ Even as she walked her hands knit 
the socks for the soldiers—227 pairs, I be- 
lieve she made. All over our land the way- 
side homes sprang up for the woindad men 
and the stranger's gray coat made every 
southern woman his sister. 

“At first there was more love than skill. 
Cne petient sufferer I know had his face 
washed eighteen times in short succession by 
these amateur nurses. Jt must have shone 
like the stars of the morning. One poor fel- 
low woke from a restless slumber to find 
a sweet fac2 bending over him. ‘Who are 
you’ said he. ‘One of God’s daughters,’ was 
the beautiful answer. ‘You tell your father, 
when you see him, that I would like to be 
his son-in-law.’ In the hospital at Macon, 
a young boy lay dying, shot through the head. 
In his delirium he cried out, ‘Kiss me mother.’ 
Alas, bis mother did not know. But there 
was another who bent low end touched his 
lips, and his cry was stilled. God bless that 
Georgia woman, the angels envied her the 
deception.”’ 

This is as good as Lawrence Sterne’s ac- 
count of Uncle Toby’s remark, upon which 
the recording angel dropped a tear and blurted 
out the oath provoked by sympathy. 

Mr. Lee’s speech has some fine passages, 
among them this: 

“New and strange ideals of womanhood 
are reaching us from the outer world. ‘The 
woman who defeated Ingalls’ has made a po- 
litical speech in the capitol of Georgia. We 
hear the demand that woman shall enter 
every phase of life allowed to man. The day 
that no man beholds the modesty of woman 
will look its last on the chivalry of man. 
This is the day when odd philosophical con- 
ceits are ‘masquerading in holy names, 
and calling on you to lay aside the simple 
faith of your mothers for this or that new 
light. Nay, the spiritual deformity of an _in- 
fidel womarktocd, boasting itself of science, 
fa'sely so called. begirs to raise its  mis- 
shapen ghbead. Out of these murky regions of 
thought, ch, rise to the high. pure air in 
which your mothers lived, calmly choosing 
the quiet ways cf nobleness, deserving and 
winning the chivalrous worship of all hearts.’’ 

Here is another: 

*““We cannot read God's answer In the sinz'e 
syllable of a generation, kit we may already 
dimly spell the cross of slavery lifted forever 
from the shoulders of the south,’ the 
healing of our country. not simply from the 
curse of battle, but from the sectional hate 
which made a nation emancipate its slaves 
at the price of innocent blood. Defeat is not 
the greatest evil a people can suffer—dishonor- 
able surrender of their rights is infinitely 


worse. 
“The knightly Ticknor sang of the grass as: 
A tint that ever lies 
Where a splendor has just departed, 
And a glory is to rise. 

“Our southern Saxon blood is the same that 
was spilled in vain at Hastings. but van- 
quished the tyrant at Marston Moor. When- 
ever freedom shall need a sword or liberty 
a martyr, the stock of the women of the con- 
federacy shall bloom again.”’
